Your favor of this date, complaining of the character of the Silver we are now delivering, 
was the first intimation I have had recently of its not being satisfactory, but we shall immediately 
use our best endeavors to remedy the defect. It contains about one third of that large lot of silver 
from the N.Y. Assay Office, some 600,000 oz. against which I protested long since (in 1878), but 
being obliged to work it, I have mixed a moderate quantity of it with the best silver. I shall 
however abandon its use forthwith until we are less pressed in business.
